Saskatchewan farmers is outlined 
(pn an article in the Kindersley 
Clarion. 

Ease with which farmers have 
been able to get credit is shown in 
the statement of farm debts, dis- 
elosed by the survey of the Kind- 
ersley istrict, made by ths de 
partment of furm management of 
the University of Saskatchewan 
}tast year 

Vourteen of the farmers were 
‘tenants without landed security 
and 18 of them had debts averag: 


jing $1,005, Eight of the 13 had 
debts averaging $1,121 for farm 
implements, eight of them (not 


necessarily the same group) had 
bank loans averaging $197, eight 
had other general farm debts av: 
eraging $226 and eight had debts 
to local stores averaging $89. 

These farmers with an average 
debt of $1,005. had an average 
capital in their various aseets of 
$2,648, leaving a net worth = of 
$1,643, 

Among the 178 farm owners Ust 
ed in the survey, 163 farmers had 
debts averaging $5,250. The aver 
age capital of these 163 farmers 
was $18,533, leaving a net worth 
with debts deducted of $13,283. At 
the time of the survey the relation 
of debts to capital was 28.3 per 
Csat. 

Generally speaking, the larger 
the farm the smaller the ratio of 
debt to total capital, Dr William 
Allen, in charge of the survey, 
pointed out, It was also noticeable 
be commented, that those who had 
been on the farms a long time had 
smaller indebtedness than the new 
comers.
